Tr GETS $15,000 
FOR PARCELS POST 


Postmaster General 
Chicago That Amount for 
Delivery Autos. 


MAKE READY FOR RUSH. 


Chicago's share in the advantages of the 
new Parcels post system, to be inaugurated 
on Jan. 1, came a step nearer realization yes- 
terday with the receipt of advices from 
Washington that Postmaster Gerferal Hitch- 
cock had set aside $15,000 for rental of aute- 
mobiles and other vehicles for delivery of 
parcels here, Postmaster Campbell algo re- 
ceived maps of the proposed zones, and books 
of the actual regulations, now in the course 
of printing, will be received here during the 
week. In the meantime active work in prep- 
aration for a rush of business has begun in 
the city postoffice. . 

The appropriation for autos and other ve- 
hicles for Chicago is the largest made for 
any one city, Postmaster General Hitchcock 
being convinced that this postoffice will have 
the greatest volume of business of any of 
the large communities in the United States. 
New York, Boston, and Philadeiphia will 
receive $10;000 each for parcels delivery. 


No Christmas Benefits Yet, 

Good Fellows and other Christmas givers 
will receive no benefit this year, however. 
On Jan. 1, 1913, every citizen from Manila to 
Portland, Me., will be able to send mer- 
chandise by mail at rates far lower than 
those now exacted by the express companies. 

According to Assistant Postmaster John 
M. Hubbard, the parcels post will of neces» 
sity be an experiment for several months 
Little will be done beyond engraving new 
stamps and niring extra men and wagons 
Space in the various offices will not be al- 
lotted permanently until it is learned what 
the volume of business will be. 


Cannot Send Cows by Mail, 

Mr. Hubbard explained away a few of the 
false impressions concerning the proposed 
gervice. 

„No cooking stoves or live stock will be 
sent by the parcel post,” he said. The limit 
in weight will be eleven pounds and in size 
eeventy-tWo inches length and width com- 
bined. It cannot be of such shape as to in- 
jure other mail matter or to harm the car. 
rier handling it. 

“The territory over which the Americea 
flag flies has been divided into eight zones, 
All merchandise sent from one posioffice to 
another in the same zone will range from 6 
cents for one pound up to & cents for eleven 
pounds. It the mail matter is for @ person 
in the same postoffice district the rate for 
eleven pounds will be only 165 cents. : 

From these rates the cost rises to a max- 
imum of $1.82 for eleven pounds for post- 
offices in the eighth zone, which includes all 
places 1.800 miles and more from the first 
gone. 

„From Chicago to New York the rate will 
be 9 cents for the frat pound and 70 ceats 
for eleven pounds, 


i How to Go About It. 

„Many persons seem to think all they have 
to do is to drop a parcel in a package mall 
box aud Une sam will do the rest. This fs 
not 80; Packages wil) have to be taken to the 
nearest station or substation and weighed 
and the regulation parcel post stamp pur“ 
chased. Ordinary stamps will not, do. 

„The package will not be delivered by the 
regular mail carrier. Instead, special wagons 
and employés will take care of the new serv- 
ice. 

“ Bverything in class IV. of mail, which 
includes all merchandise, will be affected by 


the new postal rates,” —

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Merochnick was slaahed on the hand by 
one of the thieves, the knife blade cutting 
through his glove, He was choked, knocked 
down, and a revolver pressed to his head 
before he became submissive. The dia- 
monde, about 100 in all, varying in weight 
from one-half to three and one-half carats, 
were carried in an inside pocket of his coat.

He told the police 
that the-stolen jewels were not insured. 

Targest Holdup on Nr. 

It is the largest holdup robbery ever re- 
porte@_ta.the Chicago police. Chief Me- 
Weeny and Captain of Detectives Halpin 
wate both ealled from their beds, and they 
gave instructions to thé entire night force to 
„get busy. Assistant Chief Schuettler.also 
sent a squad of his picked men to assist in 
the search for the robbers. 

Merochnick was on his way to the Illinois 
Central depot when the two negroes, who 
were in the doorway of a store a little north 
of Peck place, stepped out and ordered him to 
hold up his hands. One of the robbers put 
a revolver to the victim's head. 

Instinotively Merochnick put his hand on 
his coat pocket where he carried the wallet 
containing the unset diamonds. As he did 
so one of the thieves slashed him with the 
knife. His cries for help were stifled by a 
hand that was clapped over his mouth. He 
struggled to free himself and two black 
hands encircied his neck, While being held 
in this viselike grip the röbber with the re- 
volver tore open the victim’s clothing. 


Tear Pin from Scarf. 

After getting the wallet of diamonds the 
robbers continued to search for other valua- 
bles. They found his purse that was in an- 
other inside pocket. In nifscarf was a pin 
of no great Value. The thieves slashed the 
scarf, taking the pin, and then fled across 
Michigan avenue into Grant park. 

Merochnick was dazed and did not know 
in what direction he ran for assistance. He 
was shouting police, thieves,“ when a 
man stopped him et Wabash avenue and 
Peck place and inquired what was the mat- 
ter. The man took him to the police patrol 
barn in State street and while telling the 
Story of the robbery he collapsed. He was 
taken to the South Clark street station in an 
ambulance. 8 

Sergt. Farrell was in charge when the am- 
bulance men led him in. The size of the rob- 
bery made the policemen gasp. Some of. 
them were skeptical at first, but after Me- 
rochnick told his story there was no doubt 
of it being true. 

“Ttarrived in Chicago from Detroit last 
Tuesday,” said Merochnick. “* Tuesday and 
Wednesday I went around to see some deal- 
ers, and Thursday I went te Milwaukee. I 
returned to Chicago last night and went to 
the Hotel La Salle, where it has been my 
custom to put up. 

This morning I had my trunks trans- 
ferred from the Union depot to the Illinols 
Central. I carry a large amount of made up 
jewelry in the trunks. This evening I paid 
my dill at the hotel and checked out. The 
clerk gate me the wallet of unset stones, 
which I had placed im the safe on Saturday 
night. 5 

Buys Railroad Ticket. 

“I took a street car to the Illinois Central 
depot, bought my transportation to Cincin- 
nati, including a berth. I found that I bad a 


couple of hours to kill before train time and 


I decided to walk to the Palmer house to 
inquire about a friend who 1s on the road for 
a diamond concern. The clerk at the Palmer 
told me my friend had not been there for sev- 
eral months. . ae 

“I then started back toward the Llinols 
Central depot, walking over to Michigan 
avenue and then south along that thorough- 
fare past the Auditorium and Blackstone 
There seemed to be a great many persons on 
the street, which was brilliantly lighted, and 
automobiles were passing every second. 

“TY don’t know much about the streets, but 
I am told I wae near Peck place when the 
two negroes sprang on me. I had no thought 
or fear of being held up or I would have been 
more careful. | 
“I saw the depot ahead of me only a 
short distance, and was thinking of tomor- 
row’s business in Cincinnati when the pair 
of robbers jumped at me. 

“TI did not see them until they were right

END TWENTY YEAR REIGN 


Guard Election at Which 476 
Out of 1,500 Members Choose 
a Picked Slate. 


The Robert Emmet Burke régime of twenty 
years in the County Democracy was broken 
yesterday when City hall Democrats—the 
H.-H. contingent—took forcible possession of 
the famous old Randolph street headquarters. 
These forces held the fort and separated 
Bobby Burke from the control of the ailk 


‘hatted organization which he has led so 


long. : 

In order to put over their slate at the 
Democracy’s annual election, the mayor's 
followers seized the club’s premises, 167 West 
Randolph street, Saturday night and held 
them against all invaders. 

Aided by city detectives and others from 
the City hall, President Miles J. Devine of 
the County Democracy, once Burke's close 
friend and now an ally of the mayor, entered 
tne clubrooms by means of a pile of barrels 
and the fire escape. They rémoved the front 
door, barred by a lock to which Burke carried 
the key. and put up a new door with anew 
lock. 


Twelve Men on Guard. 

Twelve of the fifieen men who broke into 
the place remained on guard throushaut the 
night, and until the election was over watch- 
ers remained at the entrance to see that only 
those friendly to the slate made up by the 
mayor's friends were admitted to vote. Mr. 
Devine said only nonmembers were kept out. 
Burke did not appear, but his son and nephew 
were refused admittance. 

The vote developed that all except one of 
the 476 persons who cast ballots expressed a 
preference for Charles C. Fitzmorris, secre- 
tary to the mayor, who was chosen to succeed 
Burke as recording secretary. Mr. Devine 
received all the votes, as did most.of the other 
slate candidates. Only one ticket was voted 
on, according to the announcement. 

One of the officers said Burke was in pos- 
session of the roster, but that the treasurer's 
receipts showed some 1,500 in good standing. 
All records, except those of the financial 
officers, were said to have been appropriated 
by Burke before his enemies swooped down 
on the headquarters. 


Forestall Burke Protest. 

Fearful that Burke, as he did some years 
ago, would enjoin the organization trom oust- 
ing him, the newly elected officers were In- 
stalled immediately after the yote was an- 
nounced. The new administration is com- 
posed of men on the city hall pay rolls and of 
others known to be loyal to the mayor. 

Mr. Devine said Burke had been displaced 
because he had not made proper accounting 
of the organization's: funds. Bobby’s ”’ 
friends say he is considerably out of pocket 


by reason of his personal struggle to keep the 


County Democracy intact. 

The fight to oust Burke enlivened the recent 
three weekly meetings of the club, which 
Bobby is reported 
to have made a stubborn fight to retain his 
hold on the organization, and to have main- 
tained the club was heavily in debt to him, 
putting the figures first at $7,000 and then 
$17,000. . 

Promise to ‘Repay Burke. 

We told him.“ said Mr. Devine, that if 
the organization owed him a penny. he would 
be paid, but that he would have to make 
proper presentation. 

At a recent meeting I confronted him be- 
fore a large crowd with the charge that he 
had neglected to turn into the treasury 
moneys derived from picnics and ‘balls held 
under the auspices’ of the organization. 
‘Why should I? Haven't I pais: the bills? 
was his answer. 

„Our information is that 96,119. 20 was de- 
rived from these social affairs; only $537.90 
of which was turned over to Treasurer Peter 
Crot. Bob’s close friends are siding with me. 
This is not a personal fight, but one to save 
the organization and to make it the power 
it should be in county affairs. It has too long 
been a one man organization. : 

We had no desire to shut him clear out 
of the organization, and we offéred him a 
place on the executive committee. He 
spurned the suggestion and demanded re- 
election as recording secretary and the right 
to name half the executive committee. He 
also threatened to bring court action. 


Confirms Sixth Term Report? 

Politicians see in the reorganization of the 
County Democracy a confirmation of the re- 
cent report that Mayor Harrison is grooming 
himself for a sixth term. This is denied by 
those connected with the organization. Mr. 
Devine said all factions would be welcomed 
in the club and intimated an effort would be 
made to make it as powerful as the New York 
Tammany. 

Burke, who ts credited with having dis- 
covered Mayor Harrison poltically, now 
is custodian of the county building under 
Sheriff Zimmer, a Harrison ally. The threat 
was made that he also will lose this job if 
he should try to regain control of the County 
Democracy. <

FIRST VIOTIM OF 
PAT CROWE DEAD 


Former Patrolman Whom He 
Shot Twenty Years Ago 
Killed by Street Car. 


UNKNOWN THEN TO POLICE 


Suspected of Stealing Diamonds 
He Had Left in a Pawnshop 
to Be Reset. 


The burial yesterday at Elkhart, Ind., of 
Isaac Linville, a former Chicago policeman, 
recalls a sensational robbery and shooting 
of more than twenty years ago, by which Pat 
Crowe, the notorious desperado and later 
evangelist, began his.criminal career. 

Linville and another policeman named Bris- 
coe were shot by Crowe at a pawn shop, 
where Crowe had gone for jewelry left a 
few days before. The jewelry was stolen 
from an inmate of a disorderly house, and 
was traced to the Fifth National pawn shop 
in South Clark street, near Monroe. 

At that time Crowe had no police record. 


Crowe Left Gems to Be Reset. 

After the theft of the diamonds, on March 
8, 1890, Crowe left them at the pawn shop to 
be reset, and it was in this way the police 
traced them. He said he would call for them 
in a few days. 

The pawnbroker was instructed - to tip 
off” Linville, who was detailed at the Mon- 
roe and Clark streets crossings, when the 
thief, whose identity was not known, called 
for the jewels. One evening about 7 o’clock 
Crowe entered the pawn shop and asked for 
the articles. Linville who saw him enter 
recognized him from a description, and 
followed him into the store. 


Seeing that he was trapped after Linville | 


had spoken, Crowe drew a revolver and fired 
at the policeman. The bullet struck him in 
the cheek, passing through his mouth and 
knocking out several teeth. 


As Crowe ran out into Clark street, he was 


met by Policeman Briscoe, who was in plain 
clothes. Briscoe had heard the shot. 
Hold on tbere,“ shouted Briscoe as he 
sped after the man with the revolver. 
Crowe turned around and fired just as Bris- 


coe let loose at him. Briscoe was shot in the 


side. 
Crowe Captured Later. 

Crowe escaped, but was later captured and 
sentenced to Ax years in the Joliet peni- 
tentiary. He served eighteen months and 
was given a pardon by Gov. Fifer. 

Linville was discharged from the police 
department several years ago. Recently he 
was employed as night watchman by a State 
Street store. 

Last Thursday he was struck by a street 
car at Thirty-seventh street and Indiana 
avenue. He died of his injuries.

Twirlers on Tail Ender Teams 
Secure Recognition for the 
Clever Work They Do.

Im an effort to find some way to record 
work of pitchers during a season with more 
justice than the joke method of rating them 
accor¢ing to the games won and lost while 
they were pitching, Secretary John Heydier 
of the National league introduced a new 8ys- 
tem this season. Its results are shown in 
another column in tabular form. 

For the basis of his new method of rating 
twirlers Mr. Heydler chose the actual num- 
ber of runs made by the opposing team, for 
which each pitcher was responsible. He 
adopted a modification of the old “earned 
run which was abolished officially many 
years ago. In computing the number of new 
earned runs each pitcher was charged with 
runs which resulted from safe hits, sacrifice 
hits, bases on balis, hit batsmen, wild pitchea, 
and baiks. Runs scored as direct results of 
fielding errors, stolen bases, and passed balls 
were exempted fromthe record and no runs 
were charged against pitchers, no matter 
how they were made, after chances had been 
offered, and not accepted, to retire the side. 

This information was incorporated in all 
the official] scores of the old league and from 
it the secretary worked out the new system, 
the results of which are interesting and in- 
dictate a long step in the right direction. 


Workings of the System 

For the sake of comparison the pitchers 
are numbered in order according to the new 
system of rating and also according to their: 
standing in the old fashioned way of ranking 
them by games “won” and “lost.” The first 
figure is their standing under the new sys- 
tem and the second under the old.

Hendrix of the Pirates had the highest per- 
centage of victories in which he pitched. 
Tesreau was third in the matter of games 
won and lost by the Giants. Mathewson of 
the Gotham team is second to Tesreau under 
the new system, although he finished eighth 
according to the old. 

The value of the Heydler method appea 
im the third name on the list, which belongs to 
Wap Rucker of Brooklyn. Although working 
with a second division team all season, Ruck- 
er's work in holding opponents down to low 
scores raises him to third place, although the 
Dodgers did not win enough games for him 
to get him higher than twenty-eighth place 
im the old way of figuring. 


Hendrix Dropped to Eighth. 
Hendrix, who would be rated first ander 
the old system, is eighth in the matter of 
actual effectiveness on the slab. One posi- 
tlon ahead of him is Marquard of the Giants, 
whose winning streak made a big reputation 
for him last season, and who would be rated 
fourth in the league on his percentage of 
victories. The dope shows that Tesreau, {. 
Mathewson, and Ames excelled the *‘Rube” 
im effectiveness. Old Doc Crandall was least 
effective of the Giant regulars, landing 
thirtieth in the new list, although the Giants 
gave him enough victories to put him ninth 
im the old way of rating slabmen. .- 
Mordecai Brown was the most effective 
of the Cub hurlers and ranked tenth in the 
list, alihough he was thirtieth in percent- 
‘age of games won. Larry G@heney of the 
Cubs, whe stood second to Hendrix in the matter 
of. victories, was sixteenth in pitohing efficiency, 
that the Cubs made a lot more runs for 
him they did for Brown, for instance. Richie 
and Lavender were closely matched in the mat- 
ter of runs made off them, ranking nineteenth and 
' twentieth, respectively. 


Old Method Criticised. 

It long haa been contended and practically ad- 
mitted by all baseball men that the won and 
bat method of rating pitchers were woree than 
useless, because it gave the effective pitcher on 


losing teams. 
The official record which was promulgated yes- 
terday and appears in a neighboring column shows 
the total number of innings pitched by each man 
and the actual number of batsmen who faced each 
hurler during the season. Former records showed 
only the times at bat against a pitcher, which 
Ad not include bases on balls, hit batsmen, and 
other data. . 
Computation of the Pitchers. * 
The pitchers are rated according to the lowest 
average of earned runs per game. This is com- 
puted by taking the total number of runs for which 
the pitcher was responsible during the season and 
dividing it by the total number of innings he 
pitched, then multip:ying that dividend by nine.

“Observation has led me to believe that it is 
the woman who is usually expected to practice 
the little economies during times of financial 
stress. A man may wear his old overcoat when 
he had expected to get a new one, but his wife 
not only does without new clothes but is ex- 


pected to cut down household expenses to the 


limit. 


“There are many Httle economies a man may 
practice. For instance, my neighbor buys nut 
coal; I buy the same quality of coal in lump 
and break it myself and save 76 cents on the 
ton. His ast pile also spells extravagance. I 
sift all ashes and am able to consume a good 
third of them. The rest I use to keep my alley 
in good condition instead of paying 50 cents a 
load to have them hauled away. He also keeps 
a dog for which he has absolutely no need. The 
yearly tax and the cost of feeding him smounts 
to several dollars during the year. I shave my- 
self and keep my own shoes in good condition. 
He spends several dollars a year having those 
things done for him. His tobacco expense, 
which I can get along very well without, would 
furnish their table with meat. He says they 
cannot afford meat. However, as to that, we 
eat very little meat ourselves and believe that 
we are better off, both physically and finan- 
cially, by not eating so much. 


“Another one of my economies ie in cutting 
out all street car fares not absolutely neces- 
sary. I live seventeen blocks from my work 
and come home for lunch because it ‘s more 
economical than eating downtown. I am obliged 
to ride one way at noon. I also ride in bad 
weather. At all other times I walk. I know 
men who always ride, though they have but a 
few blocks to go. They are not only cheating 
their pocketbooks but their health as well by 
sacrificing the opportunity for fresh afr and 
healthful exercise. 

“Another saving I have proved to my satis- 
faction is the raising of eggs at less than 15 
cents a dozen by Philo methods. My little gar- 
den is also a considerable help in get i the 
high cost of living. „ M. M.“

Fight Kentucky Law.

reduce dwelling and farm rates.~ The wriginal 


reduction on farm property, including dwell- 
ings and barns, ts about 20 per cent.

Reforms in Abeyance.

Fire Underwriters’ Conference,

At present dwelling houses are rated on the 
fiat plan. No account is taken of the different 
grades of fire protection. A frame dwelling in 
Peoria takes the same rate as the same dwell- 
ing in a small hamlet without a semblance of 
fire protection. 

A gchedule proposed would aim to equalize 
éwelling rates, taking into consideration the 
éifferent grades of fire protection, and also 
would regard construction, protection, and 
care of the property, the assured giving war- 
ranties that certain hazards will be elimi- 
mated.

The opinion that the merger decision was 
the prime factor in the stock market disturb- 
ance was corroborated by the fact that other 
influences which hav. been most hurtful 
lately subsided.
